CHAUNCEY DEPEW, 
WITHOUT ENEMY, 
DEAD AT $3 YEARS 


Prominent New Yorker Is 
Victim of Pneumonia as 
Many Friends Express 
Sorrow at His Passing. 


New York, April 5. — (United 
News.) —Chauncey M. Depew is dead. 

Like the unexpected finis to an 
absorbing classic mirroring the life 
and fashions of a nation, the public 
earned today that at 4:20 o'clock 
this morning he died of bronchial 
pneumonia, 

He was 93 years old, and April 23, 
had he not caught a cold when he 
returned from Florida to his New 
York home, he would have been 94. 
and there would have been another 
of those birthday interviews to supply 
witty comment = and occasionally 
pungent advice to the nation he saw 
srow from a backwoods settlement to 
a world power. 

Depew met his biggest moment with- 
out a ready epigram. He was uncon- 
scious when he died, perhaps merci- 
fully so, for he had hoped to live 
to be 100. 

Good Time in Life, 

Depew had a good time while he 
lived. He made it a point to be kind- 
ly and amusing even where wisdom 
did not strike him as essential, and 
as for being a gentleman, he came by 
that naturally. Depew died. the chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
New York Central railroad and the 
most famous of American after-dinner 
speakers. He was also a statesman 
and politician, notable in the latter 
classification for having refused a 
number of offices, including that of 
secretary of state. , 

He was born in 18354 on a farm 
where Peekskill, N. Y., now stands, 
where. his adolescent, energy was ex- 
pended in plowing corn ‘and’ resisting 
his father’s plan for him te ‘become 
a landed farmer, and his mother’s 
ambition that he become a clergy- 


man, He went to Yale, graduating in 
1856, aged 22, and was admitted to 
the bar of New York state two years 
later. Yale was not a big college then, 
but Depew succeeded in spending four 
years there without attracting undue 
attention as a scholar. He was not

Stumped for Lincoln.

The seven “last words” are supposed 
to be the seven last sentences or ex- 
clamations of our Saviour while He 
was nailed to the cross before He 
died. 

The bishop then deseended from 
the pulpit and threw himself upon 
his knees before the altar. During 
this rite there was again orchestral 
music. He then mounted the pulpit 
a second time and pronounced the 
second “word” with a second dis- 
course, and so on through the entire 
seven. 

Francois Clement Theodore Dubois

Numbers Found to Have 
Lived Through Winter 
in Spanish Moss. :

Washington, April 15.— (P) —A 
startling increase over last year in 
number of boll weevils which survived 
winter hibernation was indicated in a 
report announced today by, the de- 
partment of agriculture, based on ex- 
aminations of Spanish moss in the 
states of Louisiana, Alabama, Geor- 
gia, South Carolina and Texas. 

The findings, based on the number 
of weevils per ton o- moss, record 
65.9 as the Louisiana state average, 
compared with 15.7 tor last year, 
43.0 in 19.26, and 6.0 in 1925, In 
South Carolina 21.1 were tound, com- 

ared with none last year. ; 

é Southern Louisiana showed 365.1 
per ton in 192%, compared with 70.0 
last year, while the, nortl@rn part of 
the state had 1.0 compared with 4.0 
last year. : 

Comparative figures are not avail- 
able for the entire cotton belt as 
examinations were made last year In 
Louisiana and South Carolina only. 

In Alabama 45.2 were found in 
each ton of moss examined; in Texas 
74.5, and in Georgia 88.7. 1926 fig- 
ures showed 2.0 in Georgia. 

All examinations, with the excep- 
tion of those in Texas, were made 
from February 21 to March 10. Those 
in Texas were made on January 14, 
15 and. 20 and February 24.

Washington, April 5.—(United 
News.)—A denunciation of Arthur R 
Marsh, former president of the New 
York cotton exchange, as a “trafficker 
in gossip,” was made today by W. L. 
Clayton, Houston “cotton king,” 
the senate cotton investigation. 

“layton, head of the firm of Ander- 
son, Clayton and Company. America’s 
largest cotton brokerage house, was 
answering charges by Marsh that his 
firm was responsible for market 
manipulations with resultant losses 
to cotton producers. 

on Gossip 
“Every single charge that Marsh 


has made has been based on hearsay 


and gossip,” Clayton said. 

“All are false and most of them 
are contemptible. I deeply resent and 
denounce this action on his part.” 

Clayton was completing his _ 100. 
page statement under oath before the 
senate agriculture subcommittee con- 
ducting the inquiry, which. in effect 
was a blanket denial of Marsh's 
charges, 

Clayton said his company’s sue- 
cess was due to world-wide organiza- 
tion and large resources, rather than 
market manipulations as charged by 
Marsh. 

Marsh testified before the commit- 
tee that Anderson, Clayton & com- 
pany has repeatedly depressed the 
market, resulting in low prices to the 
disadvantage of producers. . 

Business Is Risky. 

“We have been successful in busi- 
ness,” Clayton said. “But our 
profits have largely been gathered 
from. the far corners of the world, 
where business is attended by special 
and unusual risks, and where large 
amounts of capital are necessary. 

“We think we have the most effi- 
cient cotton merchandising organiza- 
tion in the world, the product of a 
quarter-century of careful building. 

“Tf this committee believes it is 
against the best interests of cotton 
producers that one firm should buy 
and merchandise as much as 15 per 
cent of the crop, then I assume there 
is some way in which congress may 
legislate to reduce the volume. 

Farmer Will Pay. 

“If that is done, however, the man 
who will pay the bill will be the Amer- 
ican cotton farmer. It is in the in- 
terest of the cotton producer that 
should be in this country at

PORT SAYS TROTZY 
NOW IN LAT 


London, April 5.—(#)—Leon Trotz- 
ky, once mighty leader of the red army 
but of late months an exile in the 
farthest reaches of soviet Russia, 
again has become a figure of mystery 
with rumors from various parts of 
Europe and denial from Moscow that 
he has been wounded by an assassin. 
Today comes a report that he and 
his wife are in Latvia, 

The story that Trotzky had ar- 
j rived in Latvia is published by the 
: Russian Daily. Sewodnja of Riga. It 
savs that a mysterious group of Rus- 
sians crossed the Latvian border on 
the evening of March 31, near Silupe, 
among them being Trotzky and his 
wife; M. Lashevitch, former comman- 
der of the Moscow revolutionary gar- 
rison, and General Wazzettes, a Let- 
tish leader. : 

Sewodnja says that Trotzky has 
demanded a _ visa to Germany or 
France and that he gave the telegraph 
authorities messages to Boris Souva- 
rine, Romain Rolland and Maxim 
Gorky. « The paper says that Trotz- 
ky’s flight was made possible by La- 
shevitch. 

When Trotzky was sent into exile 
several months ago after his unsuc- 
cessful fight against the dominant Sta- 
lin group in Moscow, it was under- 
stood that he had been sent into far- 
thest Turkestan. If he is now in Lat- 
via, as the Sewodnja says, it would 
mean that he had taken a journey of 
several thousand miles from the ex- 
treme eastern boundary of soviet Rus- 
sia to her western boundary bordering 
on Latvia. There have been no pre- 
vious reports of any such movement.

of agriculture, Mr. Jardine; and, sec- 

ond, in casé of failure of the first 
remaily to accomplish the purposes of 
the act, the making of marketing 
agreements providing that cost and 
losses on transactions authorized un- 
der the agreements would be paid by 
the commodity whose producers re- 
ceive the direct benefit. 

“Both methods are directed $y 
promoting orderly marketing, and, 
the case of tariff-protected cron 
ties, making the tariff effective.”

Fluctuations in commodity prices 
are not affected by freight rates, it is 
claimed in two articles published in 
the latest issue of the Southern Field.

One 
of these articles, dealing with cotton 
prices during the period from 1922 
to 1927. during which freight rates 
were substantially stationary, shows 
that prices have fluctuated inversely 
with the world supply of cotton.

DIET AND HEALTH

ANSWERS TO CORRE- 
SPONDENTS. 
Inflamed Tongue. 

I am 60 years old and apparently 
healthy. and strong, but the last few 
months, about two hours after a meal, 
my tongue burns, gets spotted and 
swollen, ib have been constipated all 
my life. and I find that prunes, bran 
and other fruits help me, but I no- 
tice that my tongue becomes swollen 
and burned after the prunes. I do not 
eat white bread, but do take candy. 
Milk does not agree with me except 
with cereals. Will you kindly tell 
me what diet te fellow? 

“MRS. M.” 

Your swollen and tender tongue may 
mean that you might have what is 
known as au allergy, or food sensiti- 
zation, Mrs. M., or it is possible that 
yeu have’ a too acid-forming — diet. 
runes, bran, cereals, flesh foods and 
breads leave an acid-ash,. You should, 
of caurse, go to your physician to lrave 
a thorough physical examination to 
see that there is no infection in your 
mouth or elsewhere, but meanwhile 
cut out breads and cereals, and take 
potatoes instead. 
made from potato flour, if possible, 
ifor a while, You may take all-fruits 
except prunes, plums, cranberries and 
rhubarb. Eat very lightly of the flesh 
and other acid-ash foods. 

Sugars and candies, unless taken in 
excess, are not acid-forming because 
they are completely oxidized. How- 
ever, with your tender tongue you 
might have to avoid them for a while. 
I would take more milk, cheese and 
nuts for the pretein. Try boiling your 
milk: it will be more digestible for 
you that way. It is also more di- 
gestible if a little gelatine is dissolved 
in it, or if it is thickened. 

Remember what I said about hay- 
ing a complete examination.
